act of Congress prohibits the army from 
returuirg fugitives from labor to their 
claimants, end authorizes the employment 
of such persons in the service of the govern- 
went. The tollowing orders aro, therefore, 
published for the guidance of the army in this 
matter : 

lst. All fugitives thus employed must be 
registered ; the names of the fugitives and 
claimant given, and mast be borae upon the 
morning report of the command in which they 
are kept, showlpg how they are employed. 

2d. Fugitives may be employed as labor- 
ers in the quartermaster’s, subsistence and 
engiceer's department, and whenever by 
such employment a ¢oldier may be saved to 
its ranks, they may be employed as tea ustera, 
avd as company covks, not exceeding four to 
a cowpapy, or as hospital attendants and 
purses; officers may employ them as private 
servants, in which latter case the fugitives 
will not be paid or rationed by the govern- 
ment. Negroes vot thas employed must be 
secured as unauthorized persons, and will be 
exeladed from the camps. 

84. Officers and soldiers are positively 
prohibited from enticing slaves to leave their 
masters. When it becomes necessary to em- 
ploy this kind of labor, the commanding of- 
cere of the post or troops must send details, 
always under the charge of a sultible com- 
mistioned officer, to press into service the 
slaves of disloyal persons to the number re- 
quired.
